Many claim th at th e v ery fact th at wh ip p ing 
breaks th e sp irit of a p erson is p roof enough th at 
th ere sh ould be a h ands-off ruling. A sp irit th at 
rides rough sh od ov er oth es’ righ ts and p iv ileges 
certainly needs to be curbed. 
If some all-wise 
way of leading it into useful ch annels, with out 
th e wh ip p ing p ost h umiliation, could be found no 
one would object. 
But if it can’t, a few strokes of a p addle, if th ey 
will p rev ent th e murder of dozens of resp ectable, 
useful citizens, really can’t be such a bad th ing.

AFLOAT 


ON ICEFLOE IS 


NEAR RESCUE 


Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 8— (AP)— 


An airplane swinging low out of 
leaden skies brought a message 
of life today to 19 fishermen and 
a nine-year-old boy, who for al- 
most 36 hours faced freezing to 
death by exposure, hunger or
